Annual  Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Brandon  and  Byshottles 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1907,  I estimate  the  population  of  your  district  to 
be  17,750,  and  in  the  middle  of  the  year  17,563.  The  rates  in  this  report  are  based 
on  the  latter  number. 

257  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  being  45  less  than  in  the 
previous  year.  13  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  public  institutions  outside  the  district. 
The  deaths  were  at  the  rate  of  i4‘633  per  thousand.  Those  under  5 years  of  age 
(118)  being  at  the  rate  of  67  per  thousand,  and  those  over  5 years  of  age  (139)  at 
the  rate  of  7*9  per  thousand. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  (33)  were  at  the  rate  of  i’8  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  Infant  mortality  rate  140  per  thousand  births.  This 
shows  marked  improvement  but  is  still  above  the  County  rate  which  is  136.  The 
Phthisis  death-rate  was  i '08  which  is  also  slightly  above  the  County  nite.  The 
Respiratory  death-rate,  excluding  Phthisis  was  2-50  per  thousand.  This  is  below  the 
County  rate  and  shows  a marked  improvement  over  last  year. 

9 Inquests  were  held  and  there  were  6 uncertified  deaths. 

618  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  being  50  more  than  in  the 
previous  year,  604  were  legitimate,  and  14  were  illegitmate.  The  births  were  at  the 
rate  of  35 '187  per  thousand. 
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In  the  following  table  the  rates  for  your  district  and  for  the  County  of 
Durham  are  compared  : —

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


36  cases  were  notified,  this  being  the  least  number  reported  during  the  last 
sixteen  years.  Eor  the  fifteen  previous  years  the  numbers  were  142,  140,  167,  86, 
213,  246,  129,  94,  92,  89,  142,  318,  376,  323  and  200.  Of  the  36  cases,  16  were 
Erysipelas,  9 were  Diphtheria,  7 were  Enteric  Fever,  and  4 were  Scarlet  Fever. 
The  Erysipelas  occurred  in  all  the  Wards,  the  Diphtheria  in  all  but  the  North,  the 
larger  number  being  in  the  South.  The  Enteric  Fever  occurred  principally  in  the 
East  Ward,  there  were  also  cases  in  the  North  and  South  Wards.  There  was  not  a 
single  case  in  Brandon  Colliery.  The  Scarlet  Eever  occurred  in  all  the  wards 
excepting  the  South.  See  Table  III. 

Five  cases  of  Enteric  Eever  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  three  from  the 
East  Ward  and  two  from  the  North.  These  patients  all  recovered. 

The  Hospital  was  empty  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  till  2nd  March, 
and  from  18th  May  to  26th  November.  As  in  former  years  infected  premises  were 
visited  by  your  Inspector  and  myself  and  disinfectants  were  supplied.  20  houses 
were  stoved. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  there  were  a number  of  cases  of  Measles 
in  the  district,  and  on  that  account  it  was  thought  advisable  to  close  the  Infants’ 
Department  of  the  Waterhouses  Council  School  for  three  weeks,  from 
September  12th.  There  were  six  fatal  cases. 

In  July  your  Inspector  and  I visited  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district, 
inspecting  thirty-four,  in  which  188  cows  were  kept.  With  two  or  three  exceptions 
they  were  clean,  and  the  majority  had  been  newly  whitewashed.  In  nine  the  flooring 
was  bad,  while  in  two  or  three  the  drainage  was  also  at  fault. 


I am  still  of  opinion  that  all  milk  cows  should  be  periodically  examined  by 
a Veterinary  Surgeon,  as  undoubtedly  some  of  them  suffer  from  Tuberculosis,  and 
are  a grave  source  ol  danger  to  the  public  health,  particularly  to  children  who  con- 
sume a quantity  of  milk. 
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On  July  1st,  it  was  resolved  by  your  Council  to  “temporarily  include 
Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  in  the  list  of  infectious  diseases  required  to  be  notified 
under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act.” 

No  case  of  this  disease  has  occurred  within  the  district. 

In  June  Dr.  Fletcher’s  Report  was  received.  The  Report  has  received 
the  full  consideration  of  your  Council  and  your  officers,  and  the  recommendations 
therein  contained  are  receiving  attention.  An  answer  has  been  sent  to  the  Board. 

With  regard  to  Housing  Accommodation  in  the  district,  after  making  a 
special  inspection,  a joint  report  by  your  Inspector  and  myself  was  published  in 
December  last.  A copy  of  this  was  forwarded  to  the  Board.  Cases  of  overcrowding 
are  being  dealt  vv^ith  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  that 
the  housing  accommodation  is  altogether  inadequate. 


77  new  ashclosets  of  good  construction  have  been  erected  in  the  Langley 
Moor  district,  6o  in  the  Brandon,  and  42  at  New  Brancepeth.  It  is  hoped  that 
shortly  all  the  objectionable  old  structures  will  be  replaced  by  more  sanitary 
conveniences. 

With  regard  to  the  drainage  of  the  different  villages,  nothing  further  has 
been  done,  with  the  exception  of  Whitwell  Terrace,  Langley  Moor,  w^here  new  main 
sewers  have  been  put  in,  and  the  street  laid  with  asphalte.  It  is  propo  .ed  shortly  to 
put  in  700  yards  of  new  sewers  at  Brandon  Colliery,  and  to  commence  with  the 
Browney  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  It  is  to  be  hoped  your  Council  will  continue  with 
the  work  of  laying  their  sewers  throughout  the  district  until  all  the  existing  channels 
are  abolished. 

A new  secondary  filter  has  been  laid  down  at  Littleburn  Disposal  Works, 
and  is  giving  very  good  results. 

The  lighting  of  colliery  streets  in  the  district  has  been  improved. 

88  new  houses  have  been  built,  76  of  which  are  occupied. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  ashpit  scavenging  has  been  done  by  contract,  and  has  been  in  the 
hands  of  twelve  contractors.  With  the  exception  of  two  districts,  the  work  has 
been  fairly  well  done.  The  Waterhouses  district  has,  I regret  to  say,  been  very 
indifferently  executed,  in  consequence  of  which  considerable  inconvenience  has  been 
experienced.  The  refuse  is  deposited  on  land  for  manuring  purposes,  and  on  the 
District  Council’s  “ Refuse  Tips.”

The  notices  served  and  the  nuisances  abated  have  been  in  reference  to 
dilapidated  privy  ashpits,  dirty  and  defective  cowbyres,  defective  drainage,  defective 
or  unpaved  yard  premises,  foul  and  structural  defects  of  dwelling-houses,  defective 
drain  traps,  water  supply,  overcrowding  of  dwelling-houses,  accumulations  and  deposits 
of  manure,  and  other  general  nuisances. 


In  seventy  instances  yard  premises  have  either  been  repai'-ed  or  entirely 
paved  with  cement  concrete.  In  nine  cases  defective  flooring  of  cowbyres  was 
found,  and  notices  served  upon  the  owners  to  lay  the  floors  in  concrete.  This  work 
is  now  in  progress. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  INSPECTIONS. 

During  the  year  all  the  workshops  in  the  district  have  been  carefully 
inspected,  being  twenty-four  in  number  and  five  factories.  Two  nuisances  were  met 
with,  dirty  and  defective  closet  accommodation,  anent  which  notices  were  served  and 
the  defects  remedied.  In  two  cases  no  Abstract  of  the  Act  was  affixed,  and 
Notification  of  same  was  forwarded  to  H.M.  Inspector  when  the  matter  received 
attention.  There  is  no  home  work  carried  on  in  the  district  that  has  been  detected^ 
No  overcrowding  was  met  with.  Generally  the  workrooms  were  found  clean  and 
sanitary.  The  industries  observed  are  chiefly  dressmaking,  tailoring,  shoemaking, 
millinery,  joinery  and  blacksmithing.  The  principal  workrooms  are  in  connection 
with  the  Co-operative  Societies  at  Aleadowfield,  New  Brancepeth  and  Waterhouses, 
all  of  which  are  in  good  condition,  being  practically  new  places,  and  afford  ample 
accommodation  and  conveniences  for  the  employees. 
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Thirty  persons  are  employed  in  the  workrooms  of  the  Meadowfield  Co- 
operative Society,  eight  in  the  New  Brancepeth  and  ten  in  the  Waterhouses.  There 
are  five  factories  in  the  district,  viz.  : — Sanitary-pipe  and  brick  making.  Aerated 
Water  making  and  Joinery. 


The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  good  and  continuous,  being  obtained 
from  the  Weardale  and  Consett  Water  Company.  A few  isolated  places  and  farm- 
houses draw  their  supply  from  springs. 


There  are  no  common  lodging-houses,  and  no  tenemented  property  in  the 
district,  and  no  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  it. 


On  May  17th,  a fatal  case  of  Anthrax  occurred  at  one  of  the  farms  in  the 
district.  The  County  Constabulary  took  the  matter  in  hands,  and  had  the  animal 
suitably  buried,  and  the  place  thoroughly  disinfected. 


The  general  health  of  the  district  was  very  good,  and  the  birth-rate,  death- 
rate,  and  number  of  infectious  diseases  very  satisfactory.
